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SOUTHWARD HO! IN THE “ALICE”

AT the age of fifteen I had my first real 
. sea iniventure. The Tapee, b5-foot 


cntboat, freshly painted and lving 
at anchor in the Wharles Kiver, Boston, 
represented months of hard work, J had 
bought her for 375, my earnings and sav- 
ings for two or three years. She harl been 
dismasted, but the sails, boom, and gafi 
were saved. | 

I burned of the old paint, and sand- 
papered and repainted ber with the assist- 
ance of several friemls, whom I inveigled 
into the work by the method made faneus 
by Tom Sawyer—letting them take turns 
in wielding the painthrush gs a privilege, 
while I gaye friendly directions. 

I repaired rotten placesin the bottom by 
applying white lead anc strips of canvas 
hacked by thin sheets of lead. A new mast 
was made from a secondhand spar. Hal- 
lasted by stones picked up on the shore, 
the Topry was-at last ready for a vovyaue 
around Cape Cod, an adventure in those 
days for experienced yachtamen haying 
boats many times her sige. 

SHE 'LE SAIL ON A HEAVY DEW!" 

Several boys who, a month before, had 
been keen to go with me had all faded out 
of the picture, but 1 was not discouraged, 
I felt it was now or never, my father having 
gone off to his brother's wedding without 
actually forbidding me to stuart. 

So, taking an é¢arly train to Boston, I 
sought out a seamen’s shipping office om 
Commercial Street. | told the manager I 
had very little money, but wanted x sailor 
to help me sail the Topsy around Cape Cod 
to Narmigansett Pier, Rhode Island.

FOR CHARTS, A SCHOOL GEOGRAPHY

coffeepot, an old-fashioned kerosene stove 
with a single fat wick, and a fwo-quart can 
av kerosene —tovether with plates, knives, 
forks, and spoons, Also, a couple of blankets, 
The navigating * ‘equipment I browght 
niong consisted only of an old pocket com- 
pass belonging to my father, and my school 
geography, which contained small maps of 
Rhode Island and Massachusetis, including 
Cape Cod, | had never seen 4 mariner’s 
compass; neither did I know that govern- 
ment charts were available at nominal cost, 
A little after noon, we havled up the 14- 
pound grapnel, our only anchor, and, with 
 iresh head wind, beat about three miles 
down the river to the first two bridges,

In 1920 T met Commodore Ralph Mid- 
(leton Munroe, of Coconut Grove, Florida, 
and learned from him that-it was possible 
to design a liht-draft centerboard boat 
that could navigate inland wuterwavs twe- 
tween New York and Miami, and also be 
sp seaworthy that she could cross the ocean,

one Of the Bahamas. Later she was used 
for winter fishing off Cape Hatteras, one of

A careful study of this boat, named

which my wife and I could live most. com- 
fortably.

Just after the squall came up, with spin- 
drift blowing off the tops of the waves, we 
were Startled to hear a bell ringing, What 
could it be? We were a thousand miles east 
of the Florida coast, Someone suggested it 
tToust be a bell buoy adrift. Then one of 
the crew put his ear to the deck. 
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“Its Ramon, rinsing, | in the salecn, to 
announce afternoon tea,” he said. - 
A shout went up and ina thoment all but 


the helmsman were filing below, where we 


found everything dry and cozy. It was 
hard to realize that the weather was -so 
bad on deck. 

The next morning we were well in the 
trade wind belt. To the sailor this meang 
bright sunshine, with fleecy white clouds 
and occasional short showers. ‘The water is 
so blue that it seems as if there must be 
hluing in it. High rollers, 15 to 20 feet 
from trough to crest, all covered with muish- 
ing whitecaps, hurry along. Wind sings in 
the rigging as the boat glides over them in 
rracelul strides, 


FROM: OILSKIXS TO BATHING SUITS 


The weather was now so warm that we 
dispensed with oilskins and put on bathing 
suits, Our blankets had long since been 
folded away under the mattresses. 

We hod settled down to sea routine, di- 

vided into three watches so that we all got 
tour hours on, and eight hours off, duty. 
This allowed plenty of time to sleep and 
read. ‘The open ocean voyage, instead of 
being hard work and exhausting, was most 
enjoyable, ‘There were no buoys:or lights 
lo watch for and no reels to be avoided, as 
in coastwise navigation, 

Fool on an ocean tip is of first impor- 
lance. ‘The cruise was divider! into periods 
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of ane week, and owe planned a menu with 
quantities required for six of us. In actual 
practice we did not follow exactly these 
weekly menus, but they gave a basis for 
determining ihe miniraum food required. 


The food list, made up largely from these 
mens, was based on the absence of ice, as 
we wished to be free to visit ports where 
ice was not obtninable, We decided we 
would not even start with ice, so that our 
refrigerator could be stocked with potatoes, 
onions, carrots, etc. 

For minimum requirements per man per 
day, we Peay mel water, | gallon; bacon, 
'4 pound ; caps, J | butter, '4 pound; sugar, 
granulated, 34 pound : sugar, 6 Jumps; cof- 
fee, 24 pound; sea biscuit, ! 15 pound: evap 
orated milk, 4 tall can. 

Eges were preserved hy first coating 
them with lard and then packing them in 
galt in a widen box or a glass or earthen- 
Ware jar, 

The galley stove is of the kerusene pres- 
sure type. The two burners are hung in o 
frame which stays level no matter how 
much the boat is heeling over: thus soups 
and stews can be made even in rewigh 
weather, The cabin table is strongly built 
and bolted to the floor, A gridiron “rack” 
two inches high i fastened across the top, 
holding all dishes in place,

time were atill plainly visible, The cache

“Dead Chest," or “Dead Man's Chest,” was 


the name of a barren island that the ditty 
became intelligible. An established penalty 
under “pirate law'’ was to maroon disobedct- 
ent sailors on some uninhabited island, 

Fallen Jerusalem is another extraordinary 
islet. Tts huge, rectangular bowlers from 
a few miles away appear like a large city, 
with. tall business blocks looming above 
the horizon, Many of these blocks are as 
large as o goolsized house, and im one | 
inspected. at clove quarters there was a 
cave big enough for people to live tn. 

‘The next morning, a& it grew light, we 
saw hi¢h land on our weather bow. 1 feared 
that, in spite of our liberal allowance for the 
current, we had swept to leeward of Saba, 
our next.stop, Halfan hour later, however, 
we saw this lofty Netherlands island on cur 
lee bow, Tt had been hidden by a rain 
sqiall and low-lying clouds. 

With sheets started and all sails set we 
bore away for the island, thinking we

high. Following the advice of a native of 
Saba we had met at Charlotte Amalie, we 
did not anchor but waited for the port au- 
thorities to come aboard, 

Hali an bour later these officinis put out 
in a suriboat and, under their direction, we 
dropped our anchor in exactly the right spot. 
We went ashore in their boat, 

Visitors, we were cautioned, should not 
attempt to use their own dinghies, because 
the landing is on rough bowlders and peb- 
bles. which would quickly smash on ordi- 
nary yacht tender. 

BOTTOM, SAHA, HIGH IN A CRATER 

Sab consitts of a single long-extinet 
volcane, with a town called “Bottom” in 
the crater. In spite of its name, Gottom is 
located more than O00 feet above sea level, 
and is reached by stone steps and a steep 
path through a gap. in the side of the 
vulcand (pages 294, 295). 

We were hospitably entertained by the 
Governor. I made inquiries about Charlie 
Johnson, an excellent sailor who had served 
with me on my first Auce for four years. 
We soon located him, found that be was 
married. and had o family, and was earn- 
ing his living a8-% carpenter. 

While the people of Saba are under the 
Netherlands Government, they speak Eng- 
lish. Dutch is spoken only by Government 
aiiciais whe have come out from the Nether- 
lands, or by their direct descendants. 

Qur guidebook of the West Indies. told 
us thut the people of Saba build fairly pood- 
size! sloops or schooners in the town of But- 
tom and then lower them down over the 
dies of the cliffs inte the sea. Where this 
story otiginated T do not know: I could not 
verity: it, 

‘The vessels built there from time io time 
ire taude on the beach at the foot of the 
cliffs and launched in the ordinary manner, 
The only boats now constructed in the town 
of Bottom are rowboats, which can be car- 
ried down on the heads and shoulders of 
the nutives.

Cm this island we saw an old-fashioned 
sugmr mill, driven by a windmill on the top 
if a hill, where it caught the full force of 
the trade winds (page 270), Cane juice is 
boiled down-and sold assyrup and not made 
infty guaran, The boiling is done in small fron 
pots, fired by wood, 

Plymouth, on Montserrat, bas another 
one-sided harbor, an impossible place in the 
hurricane season. But both this island and 
Nevis are delightful places. in the winter. 

We spent anoextra dav here, because the 
following morning there was a gale blowing, 
A double-reefed mainsail and a storm jib 
afforded] more sail than we wanted, and, 
after trying to bent along o few miles, we 
decided it would be pleasanter to return ane 
wait until the following day. 

While the trade winds in these islands 
blow day after day from the came general 
direction, the strength of the wind vuries 
greatly. Aiter a stormy cuy there is apt to 
be a lull, with two or three days of reason- 
ably moderate wind. Such was the case at 
Montserrat. 

The next morning we were under way at 
daylight, with all sails set, and had a de- 
lizhtiul run over to the Frech teland of 
Guadeloupe. 

After leaving Montserrat, the fest good 
harbor it Anse Deshwies. This haven is 
well protected from all winds except .west- 
erly and is free from undertow, a very un- 
ustial thing, There is a wharf at the head 
of thé harbor and o small village where 
limited supplies can be purchased, It 
showed evidence of damage from the Sep- 
tember burricune of 1925. Coconut trees 
hit no tops and many of the houses were 
still roofless. 

HG BLOW IN “GUADELOUPE CALM” 

The coast pilot speaks of the ‘Guacde- 
loupe Calm,” which sometimes extends a 
hundred miles to the westward of Guade- 
loupe, afd lasts for days. This is caused 


IN THE “ALICE 780 
by the high mountains which deflect the 
trache wiruis. 

Cm the return trip J have seldom seen 
it blow harder anywhere than it did in the 
place where we were told to expect the 
“calm.” With the engine going and noth- 
ing set but « dowble-reef mizzen sail, the 
puffs would put our lee rail under, and at 
one time we were afraid the sail would be 
blown awiy. The whole of Guadeloupe re- 
ceived severe injury in the 1928 hurricane, 

Busse-Terre, the capital, near the south- 
em end of the island, is a charming old 
town, Wuilt back of a hoary stone fortress 
between two beautiful streams (Color 
Plates I, 1, V, and VI); Fountains in 
ihe principal squares are surrounded by 
wiving cabbage palms, 

To make a reasonably thorough cruise of 
the harbors of Guadeloupe would take at 
least acmonth. The island is well charted, 
with special maps of many of the harbors, 

Pointe-a-Pitre, the principal city of 
Guadeloupe, at the head of a deep levy, has 
a well-protecte! harbor, o busy market 
place, many ox teams in its streets, and 
peasant women wearing gay costumes. In- 
deed, it belongs more to the beginning of 
the nineteenth century than to today. 

About five miles south of Guadeloupe He 
Thes des Saintes, a scattered group of his- 
toric small islands which enclose an excel- 
lent harbor (pame 312). 

In the doys of Admiral de Grasse this was 
an important stronghold of the French in 
the West Undies, and even today it t& used! 
for maneuvers by the French Navy. The 
harbor is commanded by two forts, one of 
which ts large and well preserved, with the 
wuns still m place. 

Here, in 1782, Admiral de Grasse battled 
the British ander Admiral Rodney. This: 
migagement, tought in the channel of Tes 
des Saintes, was won by Rodney, and 
changed the history of the West Indies. 
The islanels are rarely visited by Amer- 
icins, so Wwe decided to goin there. Land- 
ing, we climbed a hill to the top of one of 
the old fortifications everlooking a beauti- 
ful expanse of water. As there are two 
entrances, this spot was an ideal anchorage 
for old-fashioned warships, because yvesuels 
could ‘sail into the harber and then sail 
wut again with the same wind. 

The little village of Bourg des Saintes 
rises from the harbor of Terre d'en Haut. 
most easterly of the group. There is a

We did not stop, but continued alone to 
the well-protectecd harbor of Fort-le-Frmince 
(Pinte TV and pages 273, 293}. 

One ot our Martinique triends owned part 
of the southern slope of forbidding Mont 
Pelee, and had cultivated it as a Sugar 
plantation. Here he erected a villa, with 
swimming pool and formal gardens, some 
O00 feet above St. Pierre, overlooking the

Another first-hand story of the eruption 
wis told me by a lady I met at Fort-tle- 
France.

Forte 
France to St. Pierre, They were traveling 
by diligence on the interior road, which 
pasees through the mountains, “This road 
soars to about 1,200 feet above seu level as 
it passes through the final notch.

The passengers were ol] watching the 
eruption: the early stuges had been in proe 
ress for days. While they were looking, 
the mighty explosion blew out the site ol 
the crater, cight miles away.

HOUERICANES TRAVEL NARROW VATHS 


After a full week at PortaleFronce, we 
reluctantly took dawn our awnitis, re 
moved our sail covers, and began our re- 
turn to the United States; stopping once 
more at Dominica: then at the Tle des 
saintes, After passing (sondeloupe we 
Changed our course to Antigua 

We had visible proof of the limited path 
followed by a hurricane. In Martinique, 
for the first time on our cruise, we ot fruits 
of all kinds, because the island had not been 
touched by the hurricane in 1928. It had 
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only a Bad gale. Dominica received 
consiterable dumage, but Guadeloupe was 
devastated, Yet Antigua, about 40 miles to 
the northward of Guadeloupe, was practi- 
cally unharmed, 

When o hurricane tf believed to be ap 
proaching, there is always warning a rea- 
sonable time in idvwoce, sonetimes two or 
three doves. A “detour” of 100 males fram 
the track of the approaching storm often js 
sufficient to remove one from the danger 
ele. 

Hritish Antiqua ie exceedingly attractive.

Nelson was in the West Indies from 1784 
to 1787, and spent many months at Enelish 
Harbor, Antigua, He revisited it for a 
dayin 1803, during his famous pursuit of 
Villeneuve, A monument overlooking this 
beautiful harbor recalls the many men who 
died there. of vellow fever, then a terrible 
scouree. What a change there has been in 
life tn the ‘Tropics, 25a result of our know!l-

MEMOMIES OF NELSON'S TIME 


Many things at English Harbor have 
been preserved as they were in Nelson's 


time. A large white stone, set into the 
brick wall, bears this inseriptinn:

Barbuda has po pert of entry, and. for- 
eleners must olstain permission to land there 
from Antigua, the povernment seat of the 
Leeward Eslands. The Governor asked one 
ol his staff to go with us to sée that we 
found the fish and game for which the island 
is noted, and proviced us with a pilot who 
took us inside of a dangeros-looking reel, 
We dropped anchor in a well-protected, al- 
though slightly rough, harbor.

SWEDISH FEOPLE ON A FRENCH ISLAND 


After two or three davs we were again 
under way, this time headed for St. Bur- 
thele any, or St. Barts, as it is generially 
called (page 300). We anchored the next 
moming in Gustavia Harbor. 

This is a French possession, and we went 
ashore fully expecting to find inhabitants 
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of at least French descent. However, it 
formerly belonged to Sweden and most of 
the white people are of Swedish descent. 
lone dinir and blue or gray eves stamped 
them as Scandinavians. They AreTow under 
the rule of the French island of Guade- 
loupe (page 259), 

We Were under Wi Lr af min if late i ter= 
noon, headed for the Virwin Islands, which 
we hol left nearky 4 month before.

In Charlotte Amalie, we spent a morn- 
Ing vod afternoon ashore getting papers, 
fuel, and drinking water, but at 10 p.m. we 
were under way again, headed for San 
Juon, Puerto Rico. The wind was very 
moderute all night, but we ran without the 
mine. By daylight we were through Vir- 
vin Passage and well past the northern end, 

As the tay advanced, the trade wind in- 
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coed ane by the time we arrived off San 
Jian it Was again pushing along the huge 
rollers for which this purt of the ocean 
is moted, With the breeze nearly dead 
astern, however, it was eread fun 

We anchored in San Juan Hurbor, where 
we weal through & strenuous examination 
by the American Cwetoms officials. 
Helore leaving the Virgem Is<londs.~we had 
ited whether we should go along the 
auth shore oF Puerto Rico and then south 
Of Hispamola. This would have broighe 
us by Jamaica, and prohably would have 
involved returning to Florida by way af 
the sattherm coast of Cuba ond Hahans. 

AS sucha course would make a Visit to 
cat) impossible for want of time, we 
decided to cruise along the north side of 
Puerto Rico and thet sail across Mona Pus- 
sage to Sesua, a small port on the Donn. 
ron coast fourteen miles eust of Puerto 
lata 
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from mosquitoes, but with limited supplies, 
We spent the night there, aed then sailed to 
Puerto Plata.

The next morning, shortly after daylight, 
we were heading in for Cap Haitien, chiel 
city of northern Haiti," where we anchored 
eatly in the forenoon (page 304), ‘The 
approach to the harbor was o newer-to-be- 
iormultien experience.

CHINA'S: GREAT WALL OF SCULPTURE 


Man-hewn Caves and Countless Images Form a Colossal 


Art Wonder of Early Buddhism 


By Mary AuvGusta MULLIKIN 


SOR nearly 15 centuries a multitude, 
literally huntireds of thousands, of 
Binidhist images cotved in the living 

hicbines ‘lifis at Yun Kang, in northern 
Shansi, have looker) down from. man-hewn 
coves upon the drama of Chinese history. 
They are the work of the Toba Tatars, 
who fought their way here from the Lake 
Baikal region, set up the Northern Wei 
dynasty, and from Tatung ruled all North 
China from A. 0), 386 to $32, 

Enthralled alternately with Chinese Con- 
fucian and Tawist culture and with the 
Buddhist faith to which they were recent 
converts, these tery people pursued a wity- 
ward course, For i time they sev ‘erely per- 
secuted Buddhism und destrayed its monu- 
ments; but in 452. ueder a new emperor, 
they developed a plan of creating Huclelhist 
images which would dely destriction and 
outlast any future persecution. 


CONQUERED FORS WEEE THE LABORERS 


To this end they brought to their capital, 
Ping Chen, near the site of the present 
Tatung, more than 30,000 families from 
the conquered area of Tun Huang and put 
them ta work cutting the Yun Kany caves 
and corving the Buddhas. These impressed 
witkers hol some artistic skill and prac- 
tical knowledge of cave temples, for under 
Buddhist infltence they bad constructed 
similar monuments in their fommer heme. 

The work at Yun Kane probobly went 
on until A.D. $16, although the larger por- 
tion, tremeniddns as it is, must have been 
done during a brief period, With the con- 
tinwed! conquests of the Tobas, the capital of 
their empire was moved in 494 southward 
to Loyong, where the still ardent forer of 
Buddhism created the caves of Lung Men, 
Thus the records of Wei dynasty art are 
fuller and surer than thea of any other 
early perind, 

The Yim Kung sculptures are evidence 
of the impact of a powerful religion wpon 
a people of strong emotion. There is a 
childlike spirituality about them which in- 
dicates that their makers had not lone been 
sibjected th the calm and settled Chinese 
culture. |

Moved to their profoundest, depths by a 
teal conversion, these simple people of a 
remote: age passed on the torch of inspira- 
tion. Yun Kang ts the center of a great 
arc Of influence, traceable from India to 
Japan and propelled herds: vast Wastes hy 
the burning power of a conviction that here 
fused into a whole the cupacities of creative 
life, and gave them lasting form. 


BUDDHISM INVIGORATED CHINESE ART 
AMD LITERATURE 

The caves at Vun Kang, sculptured with 
Buddhist ‘story, carry one back to the 
period of the first ren) ascendancy of Bud- 
(his in eastern Asia. Of all the influences 
upon Chinese culture from outside, none Is 
comparible to Buddhism. Tt brought into 
art and literature a push of imaginative ane! 
colorful vigor that has ever since flowed 
on beside the calm current of Confucian 
reasonableness, 

As pilgrims to this first fountain of Bud- 
dhist art in China; my fellow artist Anna M. 
Hotchkis and [ set qut from Peiping and 
turned our way toward the ancient frontier. 
We were reversing the route of the invad- 
ing Tatars, prissing outward through. the 
Nankow Pass, the scene of battle through- 
out history, After sixteen hours we leit the 
train at Tatung, north Shansi, at four 
oclock in the morning.

It should be explained that for the- tor- 
eign traveler, preparing for a long stuy in- 
land, comfort and health denned equip 
ment of camp beds and bedding, some food 
supplies, coughing pots and pens, simple 
table dishes and cutlery, ond a servant to 
manage oll these, 

‘The fecal people of Yun Rang live on a 
very restricted diet, millet being the prin- 
cipal dish of every meal, garnished in spring- 
time with large, rank Jerks. 

ON THE OLD DESERT ROAD 

We tode over the old desert road which 
goes on through Kweihwa and Pantaw to 
the interior of Asia (map, page 315). The 
bleakness of the mountains and the scant 
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cultivation of the river margin 
proved the Gesert near. 

Haliway, we passed the 
emall Kuan ¥in Tang (tem 
ple), perched on a bluff at a 
turn in the river, The road 
passes through an arched tun- 
nel in the foundations of a 
eri! theater which faces the 
Ruan Yin Temple.

Jogging: in our heavy carts 
through the almost dry, stony 
river bed which served os a 
road, past miles of sparsely 
populated land, we felt n per- 
viding Curiosity Prowing to 
excitement as we neared our 
goal. 

‘The cliffs were higher, there 
were. a few premonitory caves 
flanked by carven figures, and 
then a bend in the road re- 
vealed) the little village, the 
Hleaming tiles of a temple, anal 
the black mouths of caves im 
tiers and irrevular groupings 
up the face of the cliff (p.316). 

Upon our arrival we found 
that the temple compound also 
housed o school and a police 
station. “The priest, the care- 
taker, the three policemen, and 
the young school teacher vied with one 
another in their amiable efforts th make 
wi feel at home, 

Since then, a visitors’ resthouse has been 
huilt near the main road, but perhaps we 
should still prefer the old rooms in the 
very shacow of the finest caves, for we were 
given.a side building in the court of the 
chict temples. 

Now we faced the task of acquainting 
ourselves with an enormous ard ancient 
monument. of history and art, ta which no 
simple zuidebook existed, We had come 
to record with pencil. and brush a& much 
as possible of its mystery are) romance.

before the caves, grottoes, and niches were 
hollowed into its wall, The surfaces be 
tween caves, now much weathered, still bear 
traces of rows of seated Buddhas in low 
tehef, forming an allover pattern, 


YUN KANG AND TTS PEOPLE 


What a labor of Hercules it must hove 
been for the makers of these caves and 
images to hew them by hand from the solid 
rock! The caves extend along the cliff for 
a mile or more, theit itresularity in size and 
placing being due, perhaps, to differences in 
the rock formation. 

Variations in reports of the size of the 
caves suggest that they have not yet been 
accurately measured, The cliff may be 200 
feet in height, the caves irom 20 to 30 feet 
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indepth; ‘The Buddhist images vary insize 
from a few inches to $0 feet or more, For 
the largest is claimed a height of 75 to 90 
feet. 

The cliff ends at a promontory ina bend 
Of the river, where are to be seen entrench- 
ments made by General Feng Yu-hsiang in 
1929, Yun Kang must have been oon- 
sideral a strategic position in miiny periods 
of warfare, On the height above the cliff 
is & huge horseshoe-shaped “spirit wall” 
of adobe, flanked by towers. Al its center 
is a small temple in acbold position. 

At the base of the cliff has grown up the 
Village, 30 close to the caves that some of 
theta can be entered only through the walled 
yards of little houses (pases 317 and 343). 
Farm curts and implements, hay, and 
coffins are stored in caves, and deubtless 
through centuries of nevlect the villagers 
have come to look upem the coves and 
statues as their own property, 

Mingle with memories of stone saints 
and angels is that of a blear-eved, toothless 
asthmatic who hounded us for “onnéhaw” 
because we hod pointed im “his” cave, 

Between the river and the cliff the vil- 
lace extends in a tons line on either side nf 
the highway. Its substantial brick wall ancl 
high, stately pate seem out of pruportion 
to the sive of the village, which, Kyingg as it 
does, on the route of armies, was evidently 
prepared to defend itself in the days of 
simpler weapwans, 

CARAVANS OF RUMANCE, AND KERISENE 


The only village Industry appears to 


be innkeeping for carters and cameleers. 


Somber-toned bells attached to the necks 
of bullocks ond camels announce a constant 
trafic. Our romantic raptures were cooled 
by finding that westbound merchanclise js 
chiefly Gindretios and kerosene, with an ap- 
propriate accompaniment of matches (-yomp- 
fue, “foreign fire,” os the Chinese call 
them, and that eastward the loads ore of 
hides ancl wroat, | 

The carters are gaily clad, particularly 
in autumn when their clothing is new and 
clean, with white trousers and reel vests, 
Women and children wear greater variety 
of colors than do thetr cotton-clad neigh- 
bors farther eastward, where dull blue pre- 
dominates. Here ime sees alan rmLLve, recis 
varying from “turkey” through crimeon to 
magenta, ond grees in «a gamut from blue 
to saffron, 

A few of the women keep to an ancient 


tay Japanese style, 
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iype of coiffure, with a French twist at the 
back anda high knet on the crown, rather 
like Tang dynasty ficures or the present- 
One scans their fea- 
tures with an unanswered) question ws to 
whether ony of these are descendants of the 


30,000 families from Tun Huang. 


The native stick of north Shansi is largely 
Mongol, though now overlaid with Chinese 
habits. “The sectal center of the village is 
ie entrance to the chief cave tent- 
tiles, in the form of a once handsome theater 
stage, such as is frequently attached to tem- 
ples, the audience being expected to stand] 
in the open. 

The service of some strolling troupe oof 
actors would be paid for by group subscrip- 
tion, or by some wealthy family to celebrate 
a birthday or other event. The shabby con- 
dithon of this stare suggested that no one in 
Yun Kang had felt inva festive mood in a 
long Linw. 

Visitors are looked upon a5 amusing in- 
terlopers: After a busy day of painting 
and study among the caves, we would trudge 
“home” tooour dusty rooms in the temple 
court. Qur neighbors, the priest, the police- 
men, and the school teacher sathered ti- 
ferly to see our work, commenting with 
an appreciative click of the tongue and a 
thumb upruised in praise, 

The pupils, all bovs, had been warned to 
keep at a respectful distance. Nothing 
harder can be asked of a Chinese than to 
curb his curiosity. At dusk, the schocd 
work finished with son, the 17 wriggling 
youngsters: in baggy clothing Standing itt a 
swaying line and lifting up their voices in 
explosions of sound, while they turned their 
heads almost backward to keep an eve on ws, 

In the two most important caves, O Mi 
‘To Fo (page 329) and Shih Chia Fo (Plates 
I, li, U1, [V), a priest or a caretaker burns 
Wcensé ane taps a bell at the appointed 
hours, but we saw so service held. Groups 
af camel idnvers who pass constantly 
through Yun Kang wander in to bow, their 
hands joined in exactly the attitude of the 
sculptured adorers, After this act of wor- 
ship they familiarly slap the Budtha’s knee, 
exclaiming proudly, “All-stone, all stone.” 


TES RANG ONCE AN ART COLONY 
Yun Kang in the time of iis creation 
enuld not have been the primitive, barren 
village ft now ts. There must have been a 


gifted gathering of sculptors from far and 
near who would have stimulated each other 
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by their differences of stvle and thought ta 
io wholesome rivalry, 

One can innigine royal visits of inspec- 
tion from the neighboring capital city; and 
opening ceremonies, as recorded in a rare 
surviving inscription, dated A. D. 484. 


The friezes of donors, to be developed later: 


at Lung Men into rich pictures of men and 
women in eaiberste and voluminous dress, 
ure here but slightly sketched; vet they give 
us a hint of 4 cereminious life. 

From, the highroad one approaches the 
caves through the usual series of temple 
gates and courtyards, now largely given 
over to secular purposes, Not only are the 

lice headquarters estublished in one court, 
bit also the village school makes itself at 
home in side buildings before the Shih Chia 
Fo cave. In this chief court stand a huge 
bronve incense urn of the Ming era and two 
birarre but handsome guardian lions. in 
green aml yellow tile (page 319). 

Dally the young schoolmaster mustered 
forth his line of small Jads to sing a hap 
hazard version of the new national anthem, 
where formerly chants m praise of Budell 
echoed from the walls of stone. The spirits 
wf the past are more dominating than the 
life. of the present, and one soon forgets 
both the permanent residents and the tran- 
sient: worshipers, and thinks only of the 
sculptured gods. 


VYACADES COVER THREE ENTRANCES 


Built over the openings of the first three 
larre caves are wooden fagides, differing 
only by their heivht from the usual temple 
architecture. of China, They are com- 
posed of open porticves in several stories, 
each roofed with turquoise-blue glazed 
tiles of a depth of coloring peculiar to 
the Ming dynasty, at which time the 
fresent structures were probably built 
(page 3ft). 

Mortise hole: in the cliff show that seven 
other caves were once similarly covered. 
These beautiful facades, which serve as 
4 protection from the weather, seriously 
darken the interior of the caves, 

The first large cave is called O Mi To Fo, 
the Chinese version of Amitatha, the 
“Buddha of Boundless Light.” His colos- 
sal gilded figure is curved “in the round” 
out of the central core of rock, which has 
been left asa support to the ceiling, while 
relief sculptures cover the walls. 

From the pointoal view af art, the finest 
specimen of work is on the outer wall of 
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this cave, between the second and third 
purticoes, in such us position that ane must 
dither look up to it between the gallery 
woodwork, or down upon it through clefts 
it the upper porticd.

SHIH CHIA: FO CAVE MOST ELABORATE 


The next and most important cawe is that 
af Shih Chia Fo, which is the Chinese ren- 
dering of Sakya Buddha, the clan name 
and religious tithe of the historic. Gautam, 
The cave is enormous, but I find no record 
of its having been accurately measured, 
A composite of my own and others’ ideas 
of its.size would’ suggest a floor space 40 
feet square and a height of 60 feet. 

As in all the large caves, the light comes 
only from a large door on the ground level 
and a large window, which I call clerestory, 
ateove (page 331). A shaft or core of the 
utiginal rock, Jeft in the center as a support, 
extents between floor and ceiling. _ 

Around the central shaft worshipers 
doubtless perlormed the sacred rite of cir- 
cumambulation, the shaft steming to em- 
body the idea of a stupa, or reliquary. 

Qn entering the Shih Chia Fo cave, one 
sees immediately the preat figure of Sakva- 
muni Huddha carved from the rock of the 
cure shaft, and similar Buddhas occupy the 
other sides of the shaft in the darkness of 
the cave. This form is gilded and is sur- 
rounded by an enormous halo of flames anc 
floating “Apsatases” (Plate 1). 

These oriental angels manage to fly airily 
without wings, their long draperies twisting 
into “fish-tail” folds, which make them look 
to our Western eyes like mermaids. 

‘They are repeated again and again in the 
Yun Kang caves, and are a notable ele- 
ment in the Wei style of art. ‘They carry 
offerings In their hands, probably bags of 
jewels, the symbol of spiritual gifts: Like 
the flames of the halo, they are the aura of 
Buddha, emanations of his great spirit. 

Beyond the halo are rows of standing or 
kneeling aderers, cach with a leaf-shaped 
halo. Examples of this type of halo are 
frequent in early Buddhist art, in India, 
and later in the early Buddhist sculptures 
of Korea and Japan. Unlike the saints of 
(Christian stom, these adorers have never

Set- 
in sleeves cover the arms, giving a tailored 
effect, in contrast to the loose, bagey, indef- 
inite garments of earlier Chinese sculpture. 

Amonz the outer niches of the Wu Ta 
Tung is-a Buddha of-such rare beauty thitl 
we spontancotsly named it “The Spiritual 
Buddha” (oppesite page). In the more 
than 2,000 years since Gautama Buddha 
liver! cn earth, what figure better portrays 
his idea) of pity for man and freedom from 
the lusts of life? 

When Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, President 
af the National Geographic Society, visiter! 
the caves in June, 1947, he counted 10,000 
smiill Buddhas on the four walls of a single 
cuve (page 31%). 


HUGE BUDDHAS HAVE POTTERY EYES 


More spectacular are the colossal Bud- 
dhas of the Western Caves, bevond a ravine 
and behind the village of Yun Kang. Cave 
succeeds cave, large and small, but among 
them ate three of exceptional size, [n.each 
sits a god of heroic dimensions, peering 
forth in unblinking composure through the 
clerestory window especially arranged to 
light his dace. 

In fact, the startling eves of these huge 
figures are actually inserted marbles of 
brawn glazed pottery. “They must have 
heen an afterthought, perhaps centuries 
ufter, for the eyelids have been chipped 
away. to accommuxlate them, adiling still 
more to the blankly staring expression. 

Like most colossal sculpture, these fe- 
ures have a stiff, unexpressive bulk, and a 
echemutic treatment, The largest is-said to 
he 50 feet high, On the wall behind him 
is a superbly decorative treatment of the 
hilo in fat relief. The mantle of another 
colossus 1s ornately carved to represent a 
brocade of seated Bucldhas. 

Cin the wall behind this figure, in high re- 
lief, isthe head of Kasvupa, one of the chief 
immediate followers of Buddha. ‘The bodv 
has weathered away, presumably becuse 
of some difference in the hardness of the 
etrnta. All the more startling is the isolated 
head, turning with closed eves and slighty 
parted lips toward the great Budeia.

The exuberant feeling for life has caused 
the rock to break forth with human forms 
like a tree with leaves (page 337), Figures 
are ferced into filling certain spaces, ‘Though 
they indulie in superhuman ‘contortians, 
they seer to be alive, with rhythm in their 
lowing lines, 

The variety of facial types suggests the 
diverse skill and influences brought to the 
work by sculptors assembled from east and 
west. ‘There ore pattern faces like masks, 
and others incisively individual like por- 
truits, There are inces reminiscent of ar- 
chaic Greek art, and others with the high 
cheekbones and broad mouths of Mongolia.

us wer crushed to bits with the breaking away of the eroded cliff wall, In Huirthite 
it, dhe feweres ore usally portrayed with unusually Jong ear lobes.

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There are the aristocratic, clear-cut features 
and high-bridged noses of Aryan India; 
and others of clearly Chinese typye. 

There 1 no luxury of jewelry or ornu- 
ment. Lacking, too, is the grotesque. or 
demoniac, such as the terrific Gate Guard- 
lans” of later work. There is a beginning of 
the treatment of draperies, characteristic 
of the Wei style, in many symmetrical folds 
with pointed tips like a bird's wing feathers. 

These full, extended draperies bring: to 
mind Isaiah's graphic words: “I saw alsu 
the Lord sitting upon a throne, high and 
lifted up, and his train filled the temple." 

During our two long visits to Yun Kang, 
we worked heroically at the finding and 
depiction of representative examples from 
the truly numberless wealth of sculptures. 
We paid “cmmshaw" to peasants who had 
walled in coves for their own use; und we 
piled stones to climb into otherwise inacces- 
sible niches; we worked in darkness or in 
the glaring sun, as the case required, 

Frankly, we omitted the colossi; first, 
because it is impossible to see them at a 
distance and yet see them os » whole; and, 
second, because: they lacked the beauty 
which charmed us in lesser figures. 


VANDALS HAVE DONE SOME DAMAGE 


About one of the great Buddhas there is 
a scene of devastation, for at Some un- 
guarded moment sculptures have been 
stolen, to be sold in the curio market. The 
outer walls of one large cave have been 
blasted away, leaving the colossus seated, 
almost unattended, in the open. Moreover, 
by this destruction the cliff above has been 
weakened by huge cracks and clefts, which 
will hasten weathering processes (p. 342). 

On the ground may be seen remnants 
of figures, drapery, and ornamental Teliefs. 
Too late to save this art intact, a Chinese 
archeological society bas been formed which 
has listed, numbered, and marked every re- 
maining feure, 

Another evidence of the theft of sculp- 
tures is im the scientific removal of heads 
by drilling holes on all sides of them ‘until 
at line of cleavage neatly breaks the head 
nose from the wall of rock. 

While we were making one painting a 
sudden storm swept down the valley, a solid 
Wall of advancing dust blotting out the view 
of even the village near by, Ltwas the desert 
itself moving forward, leavin a new crat- 
ing of dust upon these sculptures, and illus- 


trating the erosive processes which have: 


bein at work for these many centuries. 
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We had two reminders that the subject 
uf theft ts a live issue. On our second 
visit we found that the priest was in jail 
and that the policemen had been changer 
on charges of complicity in theit. We came 
under suspicion ona day when @ large prowp 
of all too patriotic sianae arrived to visit 
the famous qives. They dogged our steps, 
pestered us with Reape lie invaded ur 
rooms, and exhausted cur patience. 

In retaliation for our momentary loss of 
temper they reported to the police of Ta- 
tung that we were making drawings so that 
curio dealers might know which sculptures 
to steal next! The result was that we re- 
ceived an order from the city police tw geo 
immediately. 

This would have been heartbreaking, 
with our work unfinished, but on the advice 
of the local police, who were friendly, we 


sent our servant to Tatung, where qur host 





at the Anglican mission made himself re- 


sprimsible for our good behavior and gained 
Us DerMUssiin to finish our work. 

During the day and night of suspense 
while our servant was oway, a troop of 500 
soldiers, changing barracks, rested ot Yur 
Kung and devoted their entire attention ta 
us. We fastened ourselves In our roums, 
barricading the doors; but they pulled the 
paper irom the windows, and a succession 
al eves was constantly upon us, They 
shouted to us and talked about us, and our 
anly defense was to practice Buddhistic 
repose so that they sheowhd have os little os 
possible to remark upon, The perve-rack- 
ing episode lasted from two to eight o'clock, 
when they were called off by a bugle. 

Beyond the farthest west cave, the cliff 
ends at a bend of the river and on its Just 
abutment ore the remains of Feng Vu- 
hsiang’s elaborate fortifications used in his 
battles of 1929. Ii one returns by walking 
along the margin of the river, one sees the 
cliff as a whole, extending for mare than 
mile like o rampart of stone, perforated with 
countless openings, large and small, 

Tides of traffic, armies. at war have gone 
by, while the great, calm Buddhas have 
gazed impassively from the windows of 
their dark caves. Tt is possible to climb 
the cliffs above the caves, where on enor- 
mous spirit wall of adobe ‘extends its arms 
to shelter the sacred place from 
spirits, In the center abowe the cliff praise 
a small modern temple. The tremendous 
undertaking loom: powerful and strane. 
How many generations have lived their lives

In that time little change has taken place, 
except the substitution of red tile for t teh 
AS. Tieoting mutberial, 

A stone projection on the side of each 
chimney, near the top, caught my-atten- 
tion, Finally l asked an ald. inhabitant 
about it. He oxplained that there are still 
many witches in Guernsey, On Friday 
nights they fly to the “ ‘Trépied” dolmen at 
Cutiorve for their weekly revels. The stone 
projections are witches’ seats, resting places 
lest they tire on the way. Lf nu seat were 
provided they would come down the chim- 
ney ant rest by the hearth, soot-streaked 
ind im very bad temper. 

Guernmsevmen of the sixteenth century 
bummed Lo witehes and sorcerers at the stake. 
Tt was the praction to sentence them to 
death first and try to extract a confession 
afterwards. Since then the islanders have 
learned that witches, if left to ther own 
devices, are of actual assisignce at times— 
in laving a spell on a neighbor's cattle, for 
instance, or ridding children of warts. 

Por a small consmlenition witches will 
even teach incantations antl spells to cure 
horses of eolic, prevent dogs from biting, 
and reveal the location of hast porticles, 

As might be expected, the island harbors 
many ghasts; too, Not long age, several of

them became:sa objectionable that the locsl 
Clergy hac! te exorcise them and lock them 
in clots 

Some years ago the congregation of the 
old Church af St. Sanipson saw what ap- 
peured to be a monk, tapping wt a particolar 
spot on the stone wall. He repented this 
performance every Sunday wotil, during 
some necessary repairs, that part of the wall 
was torn down. In a hidden recess work- 
men found beautifully embossed silver 
chalice of the early sixteenth century, which 
is still preserved in the church. 

Recently the same vhost appeared again, 
this time tapping at unother spot. Mem- 
bers of the congregation were considering 
an appeal to the Bishop for permission to 
search this part of the wall also, 

Saint Sampson and other early mission- 
aries attempted to substitute Christianity 
for the pagan rites of the islanders. They 
built chapels and churches and made many 
conversions, but traces of paganism still re- 
main. There are indications, ior example, 
that the statue-menhir which stands in 
front of St. Martin's Church is still an ok- 
ject of veneration (page 375), 

This crudely carved stone figure, prob- 
ably intended to represent the Goddess of 
Fertility, i affectionately known as La 
Gran'mére, Wreaths, placed there by per- 
S015 unknown, pecasicinatlly encircle its 
brow, and us recently as 1932-4 coin wis 
found on top of the head.

THACES OF FEUDAL TIMES 

Of all the chapels built in early days, that 
of Sainte Apolline, dating fram the end of 
the fourteenth century’, isthe only survivor. 
The others were pulled down or fell apart, 
and Ste, Apolline's escaped a similar fate 
amily thrvugh the interest of a former Bailiff, 
Sir Edgar MacCulloch, author of that die 
lizhtiul book, Guernsey Folk Lore, Through 
his efforts the chapel was bought by the 
States of Guernsey and preserved, 

The States (Parliament) of Guernsey 
have also bought or hae deeded te them 
many properties on which are situated chol- 
mens and monoliths, They have preserved 
to this dav, moreover, most of the rights 
and privileges granted them by carly Dukes 
af Normandy, and feudalism persists in the 
observance of many old customs.

Although they have furnished the ne 
tom stock for herds in nearly every are af 
the world, Giuernsev faring ke tl 
have only a few animals rach, Irom six We 
len on the average. An owner can tell the 
exact day when each of his cows was horn, 
when it calvel, and the amount of milk 
and the percentage of hutterfat it produced, 
Alea, be knows more about their family trees 
than about his own, although many Guern- 
sev folk byast ancestors of William the Can- 
queror’s diy, 

Fach tiny field, measuring fret half an 
acre to three.or four acres, is surrounded by 
high bank of earth with « hedge ot gorse 
planted cm tap asa windbreak, Every 
three years the prickly porse hushes are cut 
down and used as fuel. Pasture for the 
5,000 ar so head of cattle is timited, and for 
this reason they are tethered, rather than 
ilawerd to proce at will. 

. Throughout the summer when I walked 
dawn to the sea ot daybreak for my morn- 
ing dip | would see the cows comentedly 
chewing their cod os the mist rose showly 
from the meadows. When | returned there 
was a farmer in every field, squatting ml cern 
side his cow and “stripping rather than 
milking” tte a “Guernsey qin” of ancient 
design. 

This chere finished, be wel fetch his 
mallet and kntwk louse the iron tethering 
pin from the ground and move it o few 
feet. A rope tied toa chain about the cow's 
horns and looped about the pin confined 
each unlimal to a Small ciecle, a) that no 
grass was wasted (page 590), 

Guernseyvmen milk three times a day, 
end shitt thet cattle every three or four 
hours, so they can never lene thelr farins 
for long. Between times, they churn bul- 
ter, mike hay, and cullivate the fields of

The Alderney show provided exactly the 
same kind of weather, Again | acoom- 
panied the committee: again a rough sea 
drove most of them below, 

The Alderney people outdid themselves 
in the luncheon, complete even to the ew- 
na in the coffee, so the driving- rain mat- 
tered littl: as we returned te the jutigins 
field In the early afternoon, the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, from the shelter ofa lent, 
presented the King’s Oup. Filled with 
charipagne, it was handed from one to the 
other of the spectators, 

At the momen when His Excellency said 
guodhve god steppecl out inte the open a 
band struck up Cred Save the King, which 
they plaved. with maddening deliberation 
while a final burst of rain descended! on the 
bareheaded representative of His Majesty 
ond sosked him to the skin. 

Worst of oll, while Alderney cattlemen 
entertained us at “high tea,’ his yacht hat- 
thel the tide and the wind in vain for four 
hours, fmally returning, defeated, just as we 
were about to go aboard cur steamer. 

Not every cattle show is attended by iul- 
de-necr, rain, and lobster luncheons. The 
summer shaw in Guermsey was a very dif- 
ferent offair, About eight o'clock one morn: 
ite my tetghbor stopped at the house wand 
oitere| me oa litt, The ole) horse waited 
patiently while To clarnbered into the farm 
wayon, Hlready turdemed with another 
ntithhir, three children, four pots, ane a 
lunch basket. 

Our propress was necessarily slow, for the 
lanes: were filled with cattle being led to 


the grounds of Saumares Park (Plate VI), 
but we got there at Inst and tummed the 
horse aut to graze. 

A broad green meadow surrounded by 
massive trees wus the ideal setting for such 
an event, Dotted here and there were 
tents—some for the judges, some for the 
cups andl other trophies, anil the rest for 
sandwiches and Tiquid refreshment. The 
lowing of cattle fillecl the air, mingled with 
the bleating of mowts: ahd the jingling of 
brass trappings as cart horses jogged by. 
Thousands of shectators wandéred to and 
fro, talking om! gesticulating.

To the familiar notes uf 
Joke Peet and Bonnie Dundee young penple 
of the isiind put on an exhibition of herse- 
manship, Then the parade of winners 
started, ane 1 joined in lvud applause as 
litte Gordon Calinette, my neighbor's som, 
marched proudly past lending his goat dec- 
crated with the coveted med ribbon, 

Late in the afternown we were given tea 
at the Mianor by Lord de Saumarez, to 
whem the grounds belong. Lt had been a 
perfect day, and enced with a speech by the 
Bailiff as he presented the prizes, ~The 
men in the crowd stawd bareheaded in Te 
spect for his high offiee, and the late after- 
nian sun tit up intelligent Norman faces 
which beamed with pleasure ae they ac- 
cepted their awards,
